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1 . Claims 20-22 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
The numeral "18" in claims 20-22, line 2 should be changed to -19-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Figures 1a-2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The phrase "FIG. 2a" of the phrase "FIG. 1d is an enlarged, partial view of FIG. 
2a" in "DESCRIPTION OF DRAWINGS" section should be changed to -FIG. 1c-. 
Appropriate correction is required.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
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Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
5. Claims 1-7, 12-16 and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Shimizu et al (US. 6,614,627). 

Shimizu et al discloses a micro-actuator (figure 2) having a piezoelectric unit 9 
with two piezoelectric elements (figure 2); and a support base 4; wherein the support 
base 43, a moving plate 42 to be coupled with the two piezoelectric elements, and a 
loading beam 41 to connect with the base and the moving plate, all as set forth in claims 
12 and 18. Regarding claim 18, Shimizu et al also discloses the step of bonding. 

Regarding claim 1 , Shimizu et al also discloses a head gimbal assembly having a 
slider 3 including a read/write sensor; a suspension (load beam) 1 to load the slider. 

Regarding claims 2 and 13, Shimizu et al discloses that the base, the moving 
plate and the leading beam are made from one piece of seamless material. 

Regarding claims 3 and 14, Shimizu et al discloses that the leading beam is 
made of spring; therefore, it is inherently that the seamless material is metal. 

Regarding claim 4, Shimizu et al discloses that the leading beam has a structure 
to assist a horizontal movement of the moving plate (figure 6). 

Regarding claim 5, Shimizu et al discloses that the width of the leading beam 41 
is narrower than that of the moving plate 42. 
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Regarding claims 6 and 1 5, Shimizu et al discloses that the two piezoelectric 
elements are two thin film piezoelectric pieces. 

Regarding claims 7 and 16, Shimizu et al discloses a plurality of electrical pads 
are formed on each oh the two piezoelectric elements. 

6. Claims 8-11, 17 and 20-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claim 23 is allowed.
